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Two charged with 
pensioner’s murder 


TWO men - including one 
from Ely - have been charged 
with the murder of pensioner 
Llywelyn Thomas, more than 
a year after he was killed. 

The retired farmer was found dead 
at his home in Ely Road, Chittering, 
on December 18, 2011. 

Frankie Parker, 25, of Nene Road, Ely, 
and Gary Smith, 20, of no fixed address, 
were both arrested on Tuesday and have 
been charged with the 76-year-old’s 
murder. 

Parker was due to appear at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court yesterday. 

Smith will appear at the same court

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on Thursday, February 14. 

Mr Thomas was found dead at his 
converted chapel on Sunday, December 
18,2011. 

He had last been seen alive the 
previous evening. 

Detectives found the pensioner had 
watched the final of Strictly Come 
Dancing the night he died because he 
spoke to a friend on the phone during 
the show. 

A post mortem examination found he 
died of multiple head and facial injuries. 

The discovery of his body shocked the 
tiny village, off the A10. 

Crime scene investigators scoured the 
house for clues for more than a month 
and more than 1,000 motorists on the 
A10 were stopped by police. 

An appeal for information about the 
pensioner’s murder was launched on 
BBCl’s Crimewatch and a £50,000 
reward was offered by Crimestoppers 
and Mr Thomas’s family. 

Smith and Parker were among six 
people arrested on May 29 last year in 
connection with Mr Thomas’s murder 
after police carried out a dawn raid at a 
Cambridge travellers’ site in Fen Road 
and at a home in Milton. 

Bail was extended and later cancelled 
for four of the six. 

Parker and Smith were re-arrested on 
suspicion of the murder in August and 
bailed again.

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Houses plan 
at village site 

AFFORDABLE homes could be built 
on an area of “overgrown” land in 
Witchford. 

Derby-based property developers, 
UK Construction Ltd & Insideland Ltd, 
want to build on land off Barton Close. 

The plans, which have been 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, involve building 16 
new affordable homes on the land, 
which is 0.38 hectares in size. 

The development would be made 
up of six semi-detached houses, one 
detached house and a supported 
living unit comprising four bedrooms 
and two first-floor flats. 

Four of the dwellings would be 
shared-ownership, the detached 
house would be for social rent and the 
other 11 dwellings would be affordable 
rent. 

In a statement to the council, the 
applicants say the development “offers 
an opportunity to create an attractive 
residential development in a 
sustainable village location”. 

They added: “The proposed design 
solution adopted for the dwellings is 
that of a traditional aesthetic which 
reflects the simple scale and form of 
existing residential properties in the 
immediate surroundings. 

“The proposed development is 
modest in its size and the proposed 
materials have been selected to reflect 
those of the immediate surrounding 
dwellings in this part of Witchford.” 

The applicants say the proposals are 
being supported by planners at the 
district council and Witchford Parish 
Council. 

They said: “Parish council members 
were encouraged to see a scheme for 
affordable homes on land that was 
described as overgrown and in need of 
development.”

Neighbours’ fears 
on alcohol licence 


A HOTEL'S plans to serve 
alcohol until the early 
hours - seven days a week 
- have been slammed as 
“outrageous” by residents. 

Families living close to where 
Poet’s House will soon be 
opening in St Mary’s Street, Ely, 
are in uproar over the venue’s 
proposed licensing conditions. 

Boutique hotel firm, the 
House Collection, secured 
planning permission to build 
the hotel at Sanctuary Housing’s 
former offices last January and 
developers are currently 
renovating the site. 

The company hopes to open 
the lavish venue this spring and 
the licensing application has 
now been submitted. 

Bosses hope to be able to sell 
alcohol to guests between 7am 
and lam the following day - 
seven days a week. They also 
want to sell alcohol to residents 
and their guests 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The application also asks for 
the hotel to be able to sell 
alcohol for extended hours on 
Fridays, Saturdays, Sundays, 
Bank Holidays and on “other 
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limited days” - and to enable 
“regulated entertainment” to be 
provided when the premises are 
open for the sale of alcohol. 

Frank Redhead, of Downham 
Road, has described the 
proposals as “outrageous”. 

He said: “They could seriously 
affect the quality of life in the 
city, especially for people living 
behind the hotel in Downham 
Road, West Fen Road, Chiefs 
Street and Cromwell Road. 

“Ely needs a good family 
hotel with tourist appeal but 
Poet’s House is now promoted 
as a venue for important 
celebrations like weddings. 

“This hotel needs civilised 
opening hours - the ones 
proposed will not only 
significantly affect residents but 
also the character of Ely’s 
Conservation Area.” 

He also insists the application 
goes against certain conditions 
imposed in the hotel’s planning 
permission. 

Marlene Stockley, of Chiefs 
Street, said: “The proposed 


conditions are shocking and will 
have a horrendous impact on 
those who live nearby. 

“We moved to Ely as it was 
one of those cities which has all 
the amenities of a city but is still 
a peaceful place to live. 

“We don’t want to hear loud, 
booming music and drunken 
people staggering in the street, 
which is effectively what these 
conditions would allow.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
House Collection said: “The 
directors of The House 
Collection are following the 
formal procedure for licensing 
of the new venue and the 
application has now been 
submitted. 

“They are naturally keen to be 
supportive of the local 
community and any official 
complaints will of course be 
taken into consideration and 
dealt with in the proper 
manner.” 

The deadline to have a say is 
February 25.

RAIL minister Simon Burns 
is said to be supportive of 
plans to improve a major 
railway junction. 

MPs campaigning to get 
the Ely North Junction in 
Queen Adelaide upgraded 
met with Mr Burns at 
Parliament last Thursday. 

The meeting was 
organised to maintain the 
pressure on the 
Government to ensure 
investment on East Anglia’s 
rail infrastructure takes 
place, including upgrading 
the junction. 

The junction links 
London, Cambridge, 
Norwich, Peterborough and 
King’s Lynn. 

Campaigners say the 
upgrades, predicted to cost 
around £10 million, will 
improve all rail services. 

It is also hoped many 
lines could become half- 
hourly services. 

South West Norfolk MP 
Elizabeth Truss is one of 
those campaigning for the 
upgrades. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, she said: “The 
summit held was part of a 
series of meetings designed 
to coordinate and maintain 
the pressure on the 
Government to ensure 
investment takes place in 
East Anglia's rail 
infrastructure. 

“The minister was 
extremely responsive to the 
points made about the 
importance of the Ely North 
Junction and the need to 
ensure we get the 
maximum benefit on both 
the Fenline and the 
Norwich to Cambridge 
line. 

“We need to secure the 
right infrastructure in order 
to support future growth. 
This includes suitable rail 
crossings. 

“I will be working with 
my fellow MPs so that this 
concern is addressed and, 
as the rail minister said, 
we have got to get this 
right.” 

Campaigners also say the 
upgrades will boost 
business across East Anglia.

Trusts to gain £200k 
in community support 

ALMOST £200,000 will be invested in 
supporting Community Land Trusts in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

The trusts, which are run by 
volunteers, are designed to give local 
people the power to build housing, 
community facilities or workspaces 
that are owned and controlled by the 
public and are made available at 
affordable levels. 

Villagers in Wilburton and Stretham are 
now in the final stages of establishing 
their trusts and are currently looking 
for areas within the two villages where 
development could take place. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has agreed to set aside almost 
£200,000 to help support other 
communities in the district interested in 
setting up the trusts. 

The money would be handed out in 
phases via a small loans system. 

John Hill, the district council’s chief 
executive, said the money to support 
the trusts would be taken from 
reserves. 

Community leaders in Soham are 
currently investigating the possibility of 
setting up their own trust. 

Investigation after dog 
dumped inside bin bag 

A DEAD dog has been found discarded 
in a river - sparking an RSPCA 
investigation. 

The liver-coloured female spaniel had 
been tied inside a bin bag and was 
found in the New Bedford River at 
Sutton Gault. 

A member of the public spotted the 
bag on Saturday, January 26. 

The cause of the dog’s death is not 
known, but the RSPCA say she was 
found inside the bin liner, where a blue 
towel was also inside. 

There were no obvious signs of what 
caused the dog’s death - and she 
appeared to have been well fed and 
cared for. 

It is not known how long the body had 
been in the river. 

RSPCA inspector, Richard Lythgoe, 
who is investigating the incident, said: 

“I would appeal to anyone who may 
recognise the description of the dog, or 
who may know who the owner is. 

“It is suspicious that the body was 
dumped in the river and I would 
therefore like to find out more 
information surrounding this 
dog. 

“We think she had been used to 
breed. 

“Anyone with information is urged to 
call me on the RSPCA inspector appeal 
line on 0300 123 8018.” 

Changes planned 
for listed building 

A LISTED building in Ely’s city 
centre could be given a new lease of 
life. 

Plans to carry out work to 7-9, Market 
Place - where Morlands and the Ely 
Auction Rooms used to be - have 
been submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The Grade II listed building, located in 
between M&Co. and The Photo Expert, 
is owned by Rannerlow Ltd, based in 
Downham Market, Norfolk, and is 
made up of two ground-floor shop 
units, a first floor flat and first-floor 
offices. 

The plans involve building a new 
entrance to number 9, internally 
refurbishing the building, fitting a new 
dormer window and new conservation 
roof lights. 

In a statement to the council, the 
applicant said: “This application seeks 
to regenerate the existing auction room 
into an accessible shop unit and to 
restore the existing upper levels, while 
still retaining all the character of the 
listed building.”

Primary school 
opening delay 
after bomb fear 


A BOMB scare has 
dashed hopes of 
opening Soham’s third 
primary school in time 
for the next academic 
year. 

The plan was to have the 
first phase of the new facility 
open at the town’s Northern 
Gateway by September. 

But now the school may not 
be ready until early 2014 and it 
looks like it will have to 
operate temporarily from 
mobile facilities at the town’s 
Weatheralls Primary School. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says the cold snap has 
caused delays - but also a 
resident had raised concerns 
that an unexploded bomb 
could have been on the site. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “Unfortunately 
the recent snow and freezing 
conditions have delayed 
building work on the school. 

“Further to this, a local 
resident recently raised 
concerns that there were 
explosive materials, in 
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particular an unexploded 
bomb, on the land from years 
ago. 

“As a result, we had to call 
specialist contractors to the 
site to investigate. 

“We can confirm that 
nothing of concern was found 
on the land but unfortunately 
this has led to building work 
being further delayed.” 

In the meantime, the 
Staploe Education Trust, the 
body set up to run the new 
school, has now chosen what 
its name will be - The Shade 
Primary School. 

Dr Taylor, principal of 
Soham Village College, which 
is leading the trust, said: “I am 
very grateful to the significant 
number of people who have 
got in touch with us with offers 
of help and support. 

“We will have the benefit of 
a large working group of local 
parents and residents to help 


us make the best decisions for 
the new school and its pupils. 

“Cambridgeshire County 
Council is now exploring the 
possibility that the school’s 
first phase, the reception class, 
will start the school year in 
existing accommodation on 
the site of the Weatheralls 
School and move into the 
intended new premises in 
January 2014. 

“If this plan goes ahead, the 
council and the trust will work 
closely with the head and 
governors at Weatheralls to 
make sure that this temporary 
arrangement works well for 
the staff, pupils and parents of 
both schools. 

“Even if it is sited on the 
Weatheralls site, the new 
school will not in any way be 
the responsibility of the 
Weatheralls School. 

“The Shade Primary School 
will open in September 2013 
with its own staff, curriculum 
and identity.”

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Failure again 
for sites plan 


CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to build two 
new traveller sites in 
Soham have been 
thrown out - for the 
second time. 

It was in 2009 that Mrs S 
Martin, of Bushel Lane, 
applied for planning 
permission to build two 
new traveller sites on land 
east of Long Dolver Drove. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council rejected 
the proposals, insisting that 
access to the site was poor 
and that the site is not 
suitable. 

In December last year, 
Mr and Mrs W Tidd, who 
bought the site from Mrs 
Martin last lanuary, then 
applied for planning 
permission to turn the land 
into two separate traveller 
pitches. 

Those proposals have 
also now been turned 
down by the district 
council. 

The news has come as a 
relief to local residents, 
who insist the site is “totally 
unsuitable” for extra 
traveller pitches. 
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One Long Dolver 
Drove resident, who did 
not want to be named, 
said: “We’re grateful the 
council have listened to us 
again. 

“The site was totally 
unsuitable for this 
development in 2009 and it 
still is to this day. 

“Access to the site is 
poor, the visibility coming 
out of the driveway is poor 
and the proposals and the 
site are completely 
inappropriate.” 

Another said: “This is not 
a case of us not wanting 
travellers living near our 
homes. 

“There are lots of 
travellers in Soham and 
they fit into the community 
extremely well. 

“We objected to these 
proposals, just like we did 
in 2009, because it is not 
safe for more traveller sites 
to be built in Long Dolver 
Drove.”

was also urging planners to 
refuse the application, 
describing the site as 
“unsuitable” because of 
“traffic volumes and access 
to Hasse Road and the 
A142”. 

Rejecting the plans, Giles 
Hughes, head of planning 
at the district council, said: 
“The proposal would lead 
to an intensification of use 
of Long Dolver Drove, 
which is unsuitable 
because of its inadequate 
visibility looking south¬ 
west at the junction with 
Hasse Road. 

“The development, if 
permitted, would therefore 
be detrimental to road 
safety contrary to Policy S6 
of the East Cambridgeshire 
Core Strategy 2009.” 
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Blown fuse caused 
three-hour power cut 

HUNDREDS of homes and shops in 
Ely were left without power for more 
than three hours on Friday. 

The black-out happened at around 
10.45am and the power wasn’t 
restored until just after 2.15pm. 

Many shops and businesses were 
forced to close during the black-out, 
particularly in the Market Street and 
The Cloisters area of Ely. 

Shops in the Market Place and High 
Street were affected at first but their 
power was quickly restored. 

UK Power Networks apologised for the 
inconvenience caused and said the 
power cut happened because of a 
blown fuse at a local substation. 

Car driver rescued 

A WOMAN suffered serious but not 
life-threatening injuries after her car 
crashed into a fence. 

The accident happened on the A10 at 
Little Thetford, outside Quarter Way 
House, in the early hours of Tuesday. 
The female driver was trapped inside a 
Volkswagen Polo and had to be freed 
using specialist cutting equipment.

A PUB in Ely could be expanded and 
made more disabled-friendly. 

Greene King Ltd has applied for 
planning permission to carry out work 
at the Prince Albert in Silver Street. 

The proposals, which have been 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, include building a rear 
extension on the pub to form a larger 
trade area and new food preparation 
kitchen. 

The plans also involve installing a new 
kitchen extraction system and 
improving disabled access and 
facilities to the pub.

World Wetland Day, and even took on the 
challenge of feeding the reserve’s wild 
Whooper swans. 

He said: “Water is vital for life. There’s 
obviously lots of it in wetlands and that’s 
why there’s so much great wildlife too. 

“Many people might not realise the UK 
has more wetlands that are globally 
designated as being of international 


importance, than any other country. 

“The UK is one of the world’s great 
places to experience the spectacle of 
thousands of swans, geese and ducks 
grazing across a dramatic and beautiful 
wetland landscape. 

“Winter is a great time to get out there 
because our bird numbers are swelled by 
winter migrants from the Arctic.” 

Mike visited Welney as part of a tour of 
all of the trust’s nine centres in the UK, 
helping to raise money and awareness 
about wetlands along the way.

across for some time. 

Whoever it is can get to anywhere in Ely 
in a matter of minutes at no cost. The 
majority of people who come to Ely to 
shop come from the small towns and 
villages in and around East Cambridge¬ 
shire. For many of these the car is the 
only option, buses being either non¬ 
existent or extremely expensive for 
local people to use. 

The consultation document assumes 
that parking charges are going ahead 
despite the hostility to them from the 
majority. This smacks of intolerable 
arrogance on the part of the council, 
who it seems, cannot go back on a 
decision once it has been made. 

I would like to remind these people that 
councillors are democratically elected 
to be our servants and not our masters. 

I have said before in a previous letter 
that there is no shame in a democratic 
society for a council (or government) to 
reverse an unpopular or damaging 
decision. 

On top of all that people will have to 
find 70p in change if they are going to 
be more than an hour, something that 
they may not know when they park. 
This is very poor psychology because 
the uncertainty will make people not 
want to park at all.

No justification 
over charges 

Sir, There is no justification for the 
ECDC to impose on-street and off- 
street car parking charges in Ely. 

The only valid and legal reason to 
impose such charges would be to 
restrict the amount of traffic in Ely if it 
was causing serious congestion. 
However, no such congestion exists, 
apart from the infrequent occasions 
when delivery lorries stop to unload 
their goods to High Street shops. It 
seems that the ECDC’s only purpose in 
imposing parking charges is to help 


cover their ever increasing and 
overgenerous costs. 

The imposition of parking charges is 
governed by the 1984 Road Traffic Act 
and related subsequent legislation. The 
1984 Act specifies that the purpose of 
relevant Traffic Regulation orders are to 
avoid “...danger to persons... 
preventing damage to the 
road...preventing [a road] to [be used in 
an] unsuitable [manner]...” and for 
“...preserving or improving the 
amenities of the area through which 
the road runs”. There is no mention or 
suggestion in the Act and related 
legislation that authorises parking 
charges as a method to increase local 
authority income. While the Act deals 
with surplus income from the charges 
it is specific in that the purpose of the 
charges is to cover the costs of 
enforcing the relevant traffic regulation. 
This fact is confirmed by a High Court 
judgement in 1995 when Mr Justice 
McCulloch ruled that the 1984 Act “...is 
not a fiscal measure. It contains no 
provision which suggests that 
Parliament intended to authorise a 
council to raise income by using its 
powers to designate parking places on 
the highway and to charge for then- 
use.” The 1984 Act’s criteria for 
justifying parking charges in Ely do not 
exist. By implementing those charges 
the ECDC are disregarding the 1984 Act 
and acting outside its legal powers. 
Furthermore, in doing so the ECDC are 
creating the potential for considerable 
legal costs, and therefore further strains 
on their finances, should their 
intentions be met by a very possible 
legal challenge. 

The ECDC councillors and council 
employees cannot continue to live in a 
cocoon of ever more cosdy and 
unnecessary indulgences. As per any 
organisation if income doesn’t cover 
costs, then cut costs and I would 
suggest there are plenty of options to 
enable the ECDC to do so. I would also 
suggest that the British people, while 
having to make their own financial 
adjustments, are increasingly more 
than weary of central and local 
governments’ ever increasing demands 
on their earnings. 

The number of closed shops more than 
illustrates the strains on Ely’s 
commercial activity, not least from high 
business rates. Parking charges will 
result in fewer people visiting the city 
centre and therefore a further 
reduction in the city centre’s 
commercial viability. It is time that the 
ECDC councillors and council 
employees advising them woke up to 
that fact and the damage they are doing 
to Ely.

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Health trust 
moves to end 
closure fears 


FEARS are being raised for 
the future of Ely's Princess of 
Wales Hospital following 
news that the main ward has 
been closed. 

Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust insists the 
closure is only temporary but locals 
fear it will end up shutting 
permanently 

The trust closed the hospital’s 
Welney ward, a 21-bed specialist 
care of the elderly ward, last 
Thursday due to “significant staffing 
issues”. 

All the patients have either been 
discharged or sent elsewhere while 
the trust aims to fill the vacant posts 
- two leadership roles and six 
nurses - within the next two 
months. 

Mandy Renton, chief nurse, 
insists the closure is only temporary 
but others are worried. 

District Cllr Sue Austen, who 
represents Ely West ward, said: 
“This is shocking news and 
something we should all be deeply 
concerned about. 

“The people of Ely fought hard to 
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keep our hospital open all those 
years ago and it seems to be 
gradually sliding away from us. 

“How has the trust allowed the 
staffing issues to get so bad that 
the ward has to be closed? 

“Ely is growing - we need more 
facilities at the Princess of Wales not 
less. I have a horrible feeling that 
the closure could be permanent 
and that the trust is trying to hide 
things.” 

The closure comes just months 
after the trust decided to shut the 
hospital’s main reception following 
a major review of services. 

In a statement, Mrs Renton said: 
“Welney Ward is a key element of 
our services for older people with 
either rehabilitation or end of life 
care needs and once re-opened will 
continue to provide high quality 
services to local people. 

“We would encourage anyone 
with concerns about this temporary 
closure to contact us direct so we 
can provide reassurance.”

Doorstep callers spark alert 
to elderly and vulnerable 

SUSPICIOUS cold callers targeting residents in 
Cambridgeshire have triggered a police warning. 
Two men and a woman claiming to be from 
telecommunication and internet companies have 
been knocking on doors asking to check phone 
lines. 

The first incident happened at about 5pm on 
January 23 in Lea Road, Hemingford Grey. 

The second incident happened about 7.30pm the 
following day in Little How, St Ives and the latest 
happened on Tuesday at about 6.30pm in Cyprian 
Rust Way, Soham. 

The cold callers were not let into any of the houses 
and nothing was taken. 

Community Safety Officer Dave Griffin said: “These 
people were knocking on doors claiming to be 
working for a phone company. 

“I would urge people to always ask for identification 
from doorstep callers and to never let people into 
their homes if they have any concerns about them. 
“It is also important that people remain vigilant to 
activity in their neighbourhood, particularly in areas 
with vulnerable or elderly residents.” 

European sugar regime 
extension earns welcome 

THE National Farmers’ Union (NFU) has welcomed 
an extension of the EU’s sugar regime. 

Europe’s agriculture committee has voted to extend 
the regime until the 2019/2020 marketing year. 
Farmer William Martin, from Littleport, and who 
represents all 3,500 sugar beet growers, said: 

“NFU Sugar has worked hard on behalf of farmers 
to make sure the position of our industry is heard. 
“We are therefore delighted that they have 
responded positively to our requests and 
recognised that the European beet sector would 
face damaging upheaval if the Commission’s 
proposals to end the regime in 2015 came to 
fruition.” 

Mr Martin, who chairs the NFU’s sugar board, has 
argued that the home-grown industry needed time 
to adjust to Europe’s sugar proposals. 

The 41-strong agriculture committee also backed 
the right of growers to be represented by a single 
body through an inter-professional agreement. 

“This safeguard is vital to give growers the 
necessary balance in the market as there is only 
one purchaser and processor of sugar beet in this 
country,” added Mr Martin.

“As well as the obvious threat to life that a fire can 
cause, the damage caused to your kitchen could 
cost hundreds of pounds to replace.”

Mr Bates said the main 
aim of the campaign is to 
encourage house owners, 
tenants and private 
landlords in Cambridge¬ 
shire to improve the energy 
efficiency of their homes 
through the Government- 
backed scheme. 

He said: “With energy 
bills set to continue to rise 
over the next few years it 
makes sense to get in early 
and start to get those

improvements done, thus 
making greater savings on 
future energy bills. 

“Although we don’t 
represent any particular 
Green Deal installer or 
finance provider, we are 
building up a network of 
local companies that we 
consider to be trusted and 
reliable, and will best serve 
the needs of local comm¬ 
unities.” 

Through the scheme, 
people will be able to get 
their old boilers replaced, 
get double glazing or 
reduce heat loss from their 
walls and roofs by 
insulating. 

All the work will be done 
by Government-approved 
firms, with energy assess¬ 
ments done by qualified 
Green Deal advisors. 

Mr Bates said: “For the 
first time, these energy 
improvements could be 


paid for without the 
householder or landlord 
having to pay the initial 
lump sum up-front. 

“The money needed will 
be paid back gradually 
though the householder’s 
electricity bill. 

“The key point is that 
whilst the householder will 
be paying back the money 
they will still be saving 
money each month as no 
more than 50 per cent of 
the overall financial savings 
made will be used to pay 
back the electricity bill 
loan.” 

The 80percent Company 
is hoping to be able to offer 
some free assessments to 
Cambridgeshire house¬ 
holders and landlords soon 
through its campaign. 

The money will come 
from some of the £200 
million that the Govern¬ 
ment has allocated to kick- 
start the Green Deal over 
the next few years.

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MULTI-million pound 
plans to build a new 
business park in 
Littleport have been 
given the green light. 

Jonathan James 

submitted plans to turn 
land at Wisbech Road, 
located beside the BP 
garage he owns, into a state- 
of-the-art, eco-friendly 
business park in October. 

The proposals, which are 
expected to cost around £3 
million, have now been 
approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Mr James says the new 
development, called the 
Littleport Business Park, will 
create 3,500 square metres 
of new business space to 
bring around 200 new jobs.

New 
planting will provide a 
continuous green buffer 
along the A10. 

“The buildings and 
external space shall aspire 
to the highest levels of 
sustainability, focusing 
inwardly across landscaped 
courtyards that will provide 
high specification, yet 
intimate break-out spaces 
for business use, combined 
with areas for relaxation - 
ultimately creating a highly 
attractive setting and year

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Farm shop plan 


on appeal

THE owners of a 
smallholding are 
celebrating after their 
plans to open a new 
farm shop were 
approved on appeal. 

Westmoor House 
Smallholding in Wisbech 
Road, Littleport, was set up 
in 2006 by John and Lindsay 
Creek, who bought the land 
from a retiring farmer. 

Last June, the couple 
applied for planning 
permission to erect a new 
building at the smallholding 
that would house a produce 
store, office and farm shop. 

But despite support from 
both the National Farmer’s 
Union and Littleport Parish 
Council, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council 
rejected their proposals, 
insisting that the new 
facility would have a 
harmful effect on the 
surrounding countryside. 

Planners were also 
worried that the shop would 
be stocked with too many 
products that were not 
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produced at the small¬ 
holding. 

Mr and Mrs Creek then 
lodged an appeal against 
the council’s decision with 
the Secretary of State, which 
they have now won. 

In her report, planning 
inspector Anne Napier- 
Derere said: “The farm shop 
element of the proposal 
forms a relatively small part 
of the proposed use of the 
building as a whole. 

“I consider that the 
appearance of this building 
would be appropriate for its 
rural location. 

“Its siting adjacent to the 
existing domestic double 
garage, set back from the 
front of the site, together 
with its relatively modest 
size, would further limit its 
impact and ensure that it 
would not be obtrusive 
within the wider land¬ 
scape.” 

She added: “I consider 


the impact on the character 
of the area from the general 
activity and lighting 
associated with the farm 
shop element of the 
proposal would be unlikely 
to be significantly different 
to the other domestic or 
agricultural activity likely to 
occur and, as such, would 
not be materially harmful.” 

Westmoor House 
Smallholding is home to 
chickens, sheep, pigs and 
geese, and Mr and Mrs 
Creek say building the farm 
shop will not only enable 
them to sell more of their 
produce to the public, but 
also that of other local 
smallholders. 

Mr Creek said: “We are, of 
course, delighted with the 
outcome of the appeal and 
are grateful for the support 
shown by Littleport Parish 
Council. 

“It is disappointing, 
however, that it required the 
additional public expense of 
a planning appeal to 
achieve an open, fair and 
balanced decision.”

Mike Connelly, from Black 
Rock Inns, the team which has 
taken on the pub, said: “The 
Prince Albert has always had a 
great reputation for its beer 
and we now want to add to 
that a great reputation for 
food. We work to a simple 
formula - good beer and good 
food in a friendly, comfortable 
environment. 

“At the moment we have 
very limited kitchen facilities 
so the menu is small but all 
freshly prepared. Certain 
elements of the menu will 
change on a regular basis. 

“The plan is to extend the 
building to add a cosy 40-seat 
dining room and a 
commercial kitchen. The front 
of the building will also 
receive a much needed 
makeover, which will be in 
keeping with the work that has 
already been carried out 
internally. Come in, have a 
look and try the food and beer. 

“We have made some 
significant changes to the pub 
since we took over although 
we were conscious to keep the 
Prince Albert’s traditional 
charm as well as Ely’s longest 


serving bartender, Glyn Jones, 
who has been at the pub for 36 
years and is somewhat of a 
local legend. 

“Instead of replacing all the 
furniture we’ve had it carefully 
restored and upholstered. 
Button-backed leather bench 
seating has been added in the 
main room, giving the pub a 
smart, comfortable and 
traditional feel. 


“As far as real ale is 
concerned, we have six cask 
ales on offer, three of which 
are rotated regularly. 

“We will shortly be 
increasing the number of ales 
we serve to at least eight and 
possibly 10.” 

The Prince Albert also 
boasts an enormous beer 
garden, which Black Rock Inns 
has plans for in the run-up to 


the summer.

Tenants bear burden 
as district rents soar 


SPIRALLING rental costs 
and static wages are leaving 
residents in a cycle of 
unstable tenancies. 

That’s the message from the 
major homelessness charity, 
Shelter, which has just carried out 
a major study of rent prices in 
England. 

According to The Rent Trap 
report, in East Cambridgeshire the 
annual rent inflation rate between 
October 2011 and September 2012 
was 4.2 per cent. 

In that time, the average private 
rent of two-bedroom properties 
was £602 and £719 for properties 
of all sizes. Meanwhile, the average 
wage in the district fell by 3.5 per 
cent.

The figures are the same for the 
majority of towns, cities and 
districts in the country, with one in 
seven local authorities’ rents rising 
by more than £500 in that year. 

Six areas saw equivalent rent 
rises of more than £1,500 in a year. 

As a result, 72 per cent of tenants 
say they are only able to put aside 
£50 a month or less in savings and 
58 per cent reported being unable 
to save anything at all. 

Shelter is presenting the study to 
the Government and is urging 
them to try to stop the cycle. 

Campbell Robb, chief executive 


of Shelter, said: “The renters we 
speak to have never been less 
hopeful. 

“A relentless stream of rent rises 
means that most feel they will 
never move on from a life paying 
’dead money’ to landlords, in a 
home they can’t make their own. 

“And for some, rising rents have 
more immediate consequences - 
not enough money to spend on 
food, fuel or other essentials. 

“Unless something changes, the 
chances of the next generation 
getting a home to call their own 
look increasingly bleak. 

“The Government needs to 
show young people and families 
exactly how it plans to dismantle 
the rent trap for good.”

Slow movement for city house prices 


HOUSE prices in Ely have 
been slower to change 
over the last decade, 
according to a new report. 

The Halifax Cities 
Review, a study which 
tracks house price 
movements in UK cities, 
says Ely has experienced 
one of the lowest housing 
price increases in the 
entire country over the 


last 10 years. 

In 2002, the average 
house price in Ely was 
£152,624. Last year, it was 
£174,116. 

The figures show that in 
the last decade, house 
prices have increased by 
only 14 per cent, putting 
Ely in the top three UK 
cities for the lowest 
increase - behind Lisburn 


and Belfast in Northern 
Ireland. 

In Lisburn, the average 
house price has risen by 
just 2 per cent in the last 
10 years, and in Belfast it 
rose by 3 per cent. 

According to the study, 
the Scottish cities of 
Aberdeen and Inverness 
have experienced the 
biggest increase in 


housing prices. 

In the last decade, the 
average house price in 
Aberdeen has risen by a 
whopping 94 per cent and 
in Inverness it rose by 81 
per cent. 

The cities of Bradford, 
Dundee, Perth, Hull, 
Carlisle, Durham and 
Swansea have also seen 
large increases.

“A second building would 
include a ‘wet boathouse’ for secure

“Attached to this would be a 
workshop for repairs and 
maintenance. 

“It is expected that the site will 
have energy supplied from ground 
source heat pumps, a biomass 
boiler and photo-voltaic (PV) cells, 
so that a considerable portion of 
the energy used can be generated 
on site from sustainable resources. 

“It is anticipated that local 
rowing and the Ely community 
would also benefit from this 
exciting project.”

“I think that during the 
school holidays, such as the 
Easter holidays and summer 
holidays, the palace should 
be open to the public. 

“It’d be great for tourism 
and would allow people to 
see what a great job the 
school has done.” 

Mike Hutchinson, of Broad 
Street, Ely, agrees. 

He said: “I think it’s a 
shame that tourists only get 
to see the palace from the 


outside. 

“Palace Green is one of the 
city’s most popular area for 
visitors and I think it’d go 
down a storm if people were 
able to tour the building and 
find out more about its 
history. 

“Why doesn’t King’s open it 
during school breaks when 
students aren’t using it?” 

King’s Ely acquired the 
palace in 2010 after taking 
over the lease from the 
Sue Ryder charity, thanks 
to a bumper anonymous 
donation. 

The school turned the 15th 
century palace into a sixth- 
form centre, which has been 
in use since last year. 

Mark Hart, director of 
operations at King’s, said it 
would not be possible to have 
the palace open throughout 
school breaks because of 
staffing issues. 

However, he said the 
school would consider 
organising tours of the 
building if there was enough 
support.

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Farmer in solar panel bid 


A FARMER wants to lower his 
carbon footprint by installing 
solar panels at his home. 

Mr R A Yarrow, of Milfoil Farm, 
Station Road, Wilburton, has 
applied for planning permission 
for 80 solar panels at the site. 

The proposals involve 
arranging the ground-mounted 
panels in three lines, arranged in 
“piggy-back form”. 

Mr Yarrow says the set-up will 
generate 40 kilowatts of power, 
most of which will be used by the 
farm, but whatever is left will be 
fed into the National Grid. The 
panels will occupy a 1,180- 
square-metre area. 

In a statement to East 


Cambridgeshire District Council, 
he said: “The proposals, by reason 
of their siting in the secluded 
position within the mature 
hedged field east of the farm 
centre, have little or no impact on 
the surrounding area. 

“The system is based on 80 
individual panels arranged in 
three number lines with panels 
arranged in piggy-back form, with 
each run a maximum 29 panels 
long.” 

The decision lies with planners 
at the district council and could 
be made within eight weeks.

Councillor urges sunnier outlook 


COUNCIL leader Peter Moakes is 
urging his constituents to not take 
for granted how “wonderful” the 
Ely area is. 

In a letter to the News, Cllr 
Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
insists local residents, including 
himself, do not always “fully 
appreciate” what they have.

Cllr Moakes wrote the letter in 
the same week that he announced 
council tax rates in East 
Cambridgeshire were set to rise 
by 2 per cent next year. 

He said it was an article in a 
national newspaper which 
prompted him to put pen to paper. 

He said: “I read in a national 
paper an article highlighting all 
the good things about living in Ely 
and East Cambridgeshire. 


“It discussed why people were 
moving to the area by highlighting 
our history, scenery and quality of 
life. 

“All things which we too often 
take for granted as we strive to 
look for the worst in our lot. 

“The feature reminded me that 
while things are never perfect, we 
are all very lucky to live in such a 
wonderful place. 

“We should rightly look to 
improve - to strive to make things 
the best they can be but 
sometimes we need to stop 
and fully appreciate what we 
have.”

Work to start 
on new pool 


A CAMPAIGN to raise 
funds for a swimming 
pool in Soham has 
reached its target. 

Members of the Soham 
Swimming Pool Partnership, 
made up of representatives 
from both of Soham’s primary 
schools, have spent the last two 
years fundraising. 

Now, thanks to the dedication 
of campaigners, the generosity 
of residents and organisations, 
and a Section 106 grant from 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, they have reached their 
£170,000 target. 

The district council has 
agreed to award the scheme a 
£55,000 grant of Section 106 
funding, meaning the attention 
can turn to building the pool. 

The new facility will be built 
at St Andrew’s Primary School, 
in Sand Street, to replace the old 
pool there. 

Richard Liddington, head at 
St Andrew’s, is hopeful that the 
pool could be open as soon as 
September. 

He said: “We are delighted to 
announce that following the 
approval of a £55,000 Section 
106 grant by East Cambridge- 
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shire District Council, as well as 
support from Cambridgeshire 
County Council and our own 
fundraising efforts, we have 
managed to reach the £170,000 
target for the building of our 
new swimming pool. 

“An enormous amount of 
effort has been put in by 
parents, staff and pupils to raise 
this amount of money in just 
over two years but we can now 
look forward to the prospect a 
new, covered pool.” 

The old pool at St Andrew’s 
was closed for health and safety 
reasons in 2010. 

Planning permission has 
already been granted for the 
new pool. 

Mr Liddington said: “We are 
currently reviewing the original 
tenders but if everything goes to 
plan we hope to start building in 
the next three months and be 
swimming in the new pool by 
the start of September.” 

Once open, the pool will be 
used by all schoolchildren in the 
town, as well as local families.

Ely Adult Mental Health 
Services, part of 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, has re-located 
from Croylands, in 
Cambridge Road, to the 
Coveney Centre, based at 
the hospital. 

Christine Robertson, 
team manager at the centre, 
said: “The Coveney Centre 
is an excellent facility for 
the work we do with 
patients. 

“It has appropriately 
sized rooms for our one-to- 
one sessions, and is fully 
wheelchair accessible. 

“Being based at the 
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Princess of Wales means 
that Ely’s mental health 
services are better 
integrated into the wider 
healthcare community, as 
well as being more 
convenient and easily 
accessible for patients.” 

The services being 
provided by Ely Adult 
Mental Health Services 
include psychological ther¬ 
apy sessions, psychiatric 
treatment, mental health 
assessments, and the 
service runs a once-a- 
month carers group. 

The services have been 
moved out of Croylands as 
the large Victorian building, 
located in Ely’s conser¬ 
vation area, looks set to be 
turned into retirement flats. 
Dorset-based developer 


McCarthy & Stone wants to 
transform the building into 
specialist flats for the 
elderly - 21 apartments in 
total. 

Their proposals include 
demolishing part of the 
building to make way for a 
three-storey extension - 
something which is causing 
much controversy among 
locals. 

To date, the plans have 
received more than 150 
objections - the most 
objections East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council has 
ever received for one 
application. 

Residents say the new 
scheme will overlook their 
homes, add to traffic issues 
and that it is over¬ 
development of the site.

VIDEO games based on films allow 
audiences to put themselves in the thick of 
the action from their favourite Hollywood 
blockbusters and animated features. 

It’s a marriage made in merchandising 
heaven. So it’s somewhat surprising that 
films based on video games malfunction so 
badly. 

Cinematic versions of Street Fighter and 
Super Mario Bros were disastrous and only 
the long-running Resident Evil series seems 
to have sustained appeal with fan boys and 
girls. 

Wreck-lt Ralph is a glorious exception to the 
rule, using a fictitious coin-operated arcade 
game as a backdrop to one pixellated 
character’s uplifting journey of self- 
discovery. 

Blessed with a smart script, energetic vocal 
performances and candy-coloured visuals, it 
is 108 minutes of pure, unadulterated joy. 
Wreck-lt Ralph (voiced by John C Reilly) is 
the bad guy in a game called Fix-It Felix Jr, 
which has stood the test of time in an 
arcade. However, after years of destruction, 
Ralph yearns to be the hero for once. 

Felix (Jack McBrayer) and the other residents 
of Ralph’s computerised world are 


unsympathetic and shun him, so with a 
heavy heart he breaks protocol to seek 
adventure in a futuristic first-person shooting 
game called Hero’s Duty, serving under the 
command of space trooper Sergeant 
Calhoun (Jane Lynch). But Ralph escapes 
the game and unwittingly transports an alien 
Cy-Bug from Hero’s Duty into the 
neighbouring Sugar Rush racing game. 

While the creature lays eggs and prepares to 
overrun the realm of King Candy (Alan 
Tudyk) and his subjects, Ralph befriends 


diminutive misfit Vanellope von Schweetz 
(Sarah Silverman), who is ostracised by the 
other racers because she has a glitch in her 
coding which causes her to flicker. 

Ralph makes a shocking discovery about 
Vanellope’s past and he realises that to cure 
her, he must help the sassy tyke beat her 
rivals to the chequered flag in her modified 
go-kart. 

Wreck-lt Ralph is a smashing treat. Kids will 
squeal with glee at the turbo-charged action 
sequences while grown men will shed silent 
tears into their popcorn. 


Before the main feature, we’re treated to 
John Kahrs’ stunning black-and-white short 
Paperman, which has been deservedly 
nominated for an Oscar later this month. 
Blending hand-drawn and computer 
animation, this perfectly formed gem 
chronicles a Brief Encounter-style love affair 
in 1940s New York using a paper aeroplane 
as the simple yet ingenious dramatic device 
to bring two passing strangers together. 

In seven unforgettable minutes, Kahrs takes 
us on a rollercoaster of emotion that leaves 
us unabashedly grinning from ear to ear.

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GARDENING 


Let romance fill the air

V ALENTINE’S Day will 
come and go, but you 
can create a lover’s 
paradise in your outdoor 
space, incorporating all the 
senses of touch, smell, sight, 
taste and sound. 

Whether it’s a woodland garden 
or flowing fields or a rustic cottage 
garden bursting with fragrant 
blooms, deliciously scented roses 
and clematis growing around an 
arbour, or waves of purple wisteria 
blooms draping over the walls of a 
house, all gardeners can have their 
share of romance. 

Even on the smallest plot, you 
can create a touch of romance with 
old-fashioned plants, winding 
walkways, rustic arches, willow 
trellises and soft climbing blooms. 

Choose your plants carefully and 
place the scented varieties where 
their delicious fragrance will come 
into its own, near to the house or 
bordering a well-used walkway. 


Climbers including the fragrant 
honeysuckle or repeat-flowering 
roses, such as the silvery pink 
hybrid musk ‘Felicia’ or ‘Old Blush 
China’, can fill an area with sweet 
scent. 

Informal planting creates a soft 
palette, with dainty plants such as 
violas or bell-flowered campanulas 
mingling in front of taller 
specimens such as delphiniums, 
lupins and the many wonderful 
varieties of clematis. Irises, peonies 
and gentle wild-meadow flowers 
can also be incorporated. 

Group your plants together in 
small drifts, and you’ll be rewarded 
with a lovely, informal display of 
scent and colour all summer long. 

I think a soft colour palette of 
whites, soft and deep pinks, blues, 
mauves and purples is ideal for the 
romantic garden. 



Keep the design low-key, with soft 
edges and curved lines. Make sure 
the emphasis is on the plants 
themselves, although you can 
create a focal point from a statue or 
tall obelisk or wigwam adorned 
with sweet peas or clematis and 
climbing roses. 

One arch in my own garden is 
planted with Clematis ‘Nelly Moser’, 
a large pink and white-striped 
variety, and Rosa ‘Gertrude Jekyll’, 
which form a perfect combination 
of soft colour and scent. 

Lavender and nepeta (catmint) 
can fringe borders, spilling out into 
winding paths around the garden, 
while fragrant herbs such as thyme 
can be planted in the cracks in 
pathways to soften the effect. 

But try to keep heavily scented 
plants which are planted in 
abundance separate so they don’t 
dominate the group. 

Among my favourite shrubs 
which are easy to include in a 
romantic garden is the 
philadelphus (mock orange), which 
produces masses of white flowers in 
early summer whose scent can fill 
the whole garden and beyond. A 
good choice is the tall variety P. 
‘Beauclerk’, which grows to 2.5m 
(8ft) and can make an informal 
windbreak. 

If you have room, make a secret 
place in the garden which you can’t 
see from the house, such as a 
hidden archway over a bench, 


where you can sit during those 
summer evenings for peace and 
solace while taking in the scents 
and sounds of the garden. 

When planning your romantic 
garden, make sure you take note of 
where the sun rises and sets, so that 
you create your seating area to 
enjoy the sun as it goes down at the 
end of the day, or when you are 
likely to use that area most. 

If you have room for a bed of 
annuals, go again for soft, fragrant 
plants such as night-scented stock 


and nicotiana, along with other 
cottage garden favourites such as 
aquilegia. 

In the evening, candle light 
comes into its own to create a 
romantic setting, so place some 
close to the plants you want to 
highlight and include some 
citronella candles near where you 
are sitting to keep mosquitoes at 
bay. 

Long after Valentine’s Day, you’ll 
have the perfect setting for romance 
in your garden.

Ready for the hydrogen era?

AS many as 1.6 
million hydrogen- 
powered cars could 
be on UK roads by 
2030, a Govern¬ 
ment-industry joint 
report said this 
week. 

Up to 10 per cent of 
new-car customers 
would be receptive to 
hydrogen fuel cell electric 
vehicles (FCEV) when 
they are introduced, the 
interim report predicted. 

Initial uptake of FCEV 
would progress as models 
made their way on to the 
market and the fuelling 
network matured, the 
report said. 

It added that once 
mass FCEV production 
was established, bringing 
costs down, there was the 
potential for 1.6 million 
vehicles on UK roads by 
2030, with annual sales of 
more than 300,000. 

The report said a a co¬ 
ordinated network of 


hydrogen refuelling 
stations would need to be 
established, focusing at 
first on national trunk 
routes and heavily 
populated areas. 

An initial roll-out of 65 
stations would provide 
sufficient coverage in line 
with early vehicle sales, 
with the network growing 
in line with the number 
of FCEV on the road to 
provide 1,150 sites by 
2030. 

The report, produced 
by the UKH2Mobility 
project, said FCEV could 
reduce UK annual total 


vehicle C02 emissions by 
three million tonnes in 
2030. 

Replacing diesel 
vehicles with FCEV could 
also save between £100 
million and £200 million 
a year in the cost of 
damage to air quality 
caused by vehicle 
emissions by 2050. 

Business minister 
Michael Fallon said: “The 
transition to ultra-low 
emission vehicles has 
already begun. It has the 
potential to create really 
significant new economic 
opportunities for the UK, 


to diversify national 
energy supply and to 
decarbonise road 
transport. 

“The findings released 
today demonstrate that 
FCEV can make a signifi¬ 
cant contribution to this.” 

He went on: “Success¬ 
ful commercialisation of 
the technology will 
require Government to 
work in true partnership 
with industry. UKH2- 
Mobility recognises the 
importance of prompt 
action to ensure the 
potential benefits are 
realised by businesses 
and consumers in the 
UK. 

“We already have a 
strong automotive sector 
and must ensure it stays 
that way. 

Opportunities for the 
UK to take a leading role 
in low-carbon tech¬ 
nologies will be looked at 
as part of our auto 
industrial strategy, 
published later this year.”
